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NEW UNIFICATION BILL 


Another milestone has been reached on the 


road to military unity. Congress has ap- 
proved a new measure to -tighten relations 
among the armed services to produce greater 
economy and efficiency. 


Merger of land, ses\ and air forces ,1s stil 


a good distance off. But the present action 
marks real progress toward that goal. . 


Fir&t of all, it embodies fiscal and budg 


ctary reforms recommended by the Hoovei 
Commission on government reorganization 
The commission bellows these changes wil 
save $1,000,000,000 a year. 


Economies in-the national military estab- 


lishment are highly important, because about 
one of every three tax dollars is now con 
sumed by this department. 


Secondly, the now bill raises Uie military 


agency to full cabinet rank as the Depart 
ment of Defense. In thc process, it reduces 
the A«ny, Navy and Air Force to sub- 
ordinate status. 


The heads of these three branches will 


retain their titles as secretaries but they wil 
be subject to direction not- only from the 
Secretary of Defense but from a newly 
created Undersecretary of Defense. 
The 


measure- in addition establishes three new 
assistant defense secretaries. 


The defense secretary thus gains greater 


authority than he now has to direct the 
nation's military affairs and to advise the 
President in such matters. But he is still 
far from all-powerful in his field. 


He is specifically barred from transferring, 


reassigning, consolidating or abolishing any 
combatant functioa-J now fixed by Jaw, For 
example, he could not wipe out the Marine 
Corps or shift it to Army jurisdiction. 


Furthermore, the secretary is not empow- 


ered under the now act to prevent thc secre- 
tary of. any military department or any 
mmber of the Joint Chiefs of Staff from 
presenting individual recommendations to 
Congress on armed forces policy. 


Numerous other changes will coordinate 


various subsidiary boards more closely and 
enlarge the secretary's power to direct mili- 
tary programs. 


Intelligent citizens almost certainly wilt 


Applaud this bill as « step tliat promises to 
slash the high cost of operating the military 
establishment and at the same time to lessen 
thc bitter intramural conflicts in that agency, 


HOMEWORK FOR MEN 


The time has passed when housework was 


t'onsidered strictly a. woman's job.. Many 
men are as skilled at cooking and other home 
tasks as are their wives, 


An inquiring reporter in Chicago found, 


on questioning men at random, that four 
out of five of them not only cook and clean, 
but feel pride in the ability along tradi- 
tionally feminine lines. One admitted to 
being very tired from his own workday, but, 
said nevertheless he jumped in and did a lot 
of housework when ho got home. 


Two classes of wives are especially entitled 


to help from their husbands; those witivfull- 
time outsfde jobs of their own, and mothers 
of young children. It can be argued that 
others who are able-bodied should spare their 
husbands from extra labor.

Some new seedingg of meadow 
and pasture mixtures in Ulster 
county have been damaged be- 
yond recovery by the dry- weather 
last month, Clarence Padgham, as» 
sisiant county agricultural agent, 
said today. He added that August 
plantings can bo made to replace 
thorn. 


Aupust plantings of hay and 


pasture mixtures are not recom- 
mended generally, but some sec- 
tions make them regularly with 
good results, according to informa- 
tion from Earl Kroth, Cornell Uni- 
versity agronomist, lie points out 
that the main requirement is 
enough moisture in the surface soil 
to germinate the seeds and keep 
thf< KeedllnftH alive until tltelr1 roots 
e»n grosv throe or four inches into 
UH> deeper motet soil. 
Agent 
Padpharn said today thnt at the 
present 
time there has been 
enough rain for this purpose. 
Padgham advises each farmer to 
ehrck over his new Kcodinga as 
soon as. the oats and wheat are off. 
Damage wIU bo most severe to 
secellngs made with wheat. If the 
seeding is Rone, think about re- 
panting this August, was Pndg- 
ham's recommendation. 
Dr. Kroth recommends applica- 
tion of 18 to 20 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre to get rapid jjrowth need- 
ed on these talc plantings. This 
means 300 to 400 iwunds of 5-10- ri 
or 6-3 2-8 per acre. A light dress- 
ing with manure, five or six tons 
per acre, this fall will help hold 
snow caver and Rive some protec- 
tion fiom winter injury, he said. 
Detailed Instructions on August 
planting may he obtained from 
Padgham »i the Farm Bureau of- 
fice in Kingston.

• "The biggest job we have to do 
is to. loarh cooperation," declared 
Dr. Howard. Lane, professor o£ 
education at New York Univer- 
sity, in speaking recently before 
an .assemblage of students at New 
Paltz State Teachers College. Dr. 
Lane believes that for the next 
two. generations the schools roust 
develop such learning as an es- 
sential •'fttndatnehtttl. "We haven't 
grown up enough to know how .to 
cooperate. . . . "We must learn1 
to .think together." 
Speaking of the summer stu- 


dents, many of whom are already- 
teaching,, the New York Univer- 
sity educator emphasized several 
axioms v of human development. 
(1) We become What we experi- 
ence, and it is the purpose of the 
school to provide'the best culture 
in which n child is to grow, We

children 


until they are several.-years old 
and then expect, them to develop 
into good healthy personalities. 
(2) The basic skill of. the teacher 
j(s in drawing-feeling reactions In 
'Children. Good feelings cannot be 
taught, they must bo felt, It is 
our responsibility to provide good 
rich experiences 'through' ^yhich 
children..will 'learn 'good feelings. 
. Dr. Lane has spent some time 


working as a consultant, psycho- 
logist in the juvenile division of 
the Detroit Police Department. 
Upon this experience, as well as 
years spent In the teaching .'pro- 
fession, Dr. Lane based these five 
essentials of teachingr '(1) See 
that the child has some friends, 
children and adults;, (2) help the 
child maintain his self-respect; 
(3> see that he maintains his 
freedom; (4) build in him a re- 
spect for1'-authority, help him to 
find someone to whom ha1 can go 
with his problems; (5) help him 
find ways to be useful. 


Dr. Lane, a native Kansan, re- 


ceived, his Ph.D. 'degree' from 
Northwestern University. He has 
worked as a teacher, principal, 
superintendent, of schools, 
and 


consultant in various, places in- 
cluding Northwestern University, 
Tulsa, Okla. and Detroit, Mich.
